DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to the following communication: Appeal Decision on 
8/31/2011. 

Claims 1-16 are pending in the case. Claims 1,6, 10, and 16 are independent 

claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In dependent 
claims 1,6, 10, and 1 6, when considered as a whole, are allowable over the prior art of 
record. Specifically, prior art of record fails to clearly teach or fairly suggest the 
combination of following limitations: 

receiving, at the Designated Router, an IGMP membership message from an 
IGMP host operating according to the Internet Group Multicast Protocol (IGMP) 
protocol; 

translating the IGMP membership message into a PIM membership message; 

and 

selectively forwarding the PIM membership message to a device upstream from 
the Designated Router, including delaying forwarding a PIM prune message in response 
to an IGMP Leave if the Designated Router is in the upstream path from the IGMP host. 

The dependent claims further add limitations to the allowable subject matter of 
the corresponding independent claims; thus are also allowable.
